THE Royal Borough of 
Greenwich has launched 
its exciting vision to create 
London’s newest cultural 
destination in Woolwich. 

Plans were outlined at 
the official launch of the 
proposals last Friday (June 
19) with performances from 
leading artists celebrating 
this exciting direction for 
Woolwich and local area. 

The royal borough is 
working to make the long held 
ambition of establishing a 
famous cultural and heritage 
quarter at the Royal Arsenal 
a reality. The council is set to 
secure the leases on a number 
of outstanding heritage 
buildings that will be used 
to house world-class cultural 
facilities - and hopefully 
attract innovative arts and 
cultural organisations in the 
near future. 

The cultural and heritage 


quarter will cement the 
positive transformation of 
Woolwich, which is already 
benefiting from an ambitious 
programme of regeneration 
- 2,500 homes are being built 
on the Royal Arsenal and the 
new Crossrail station will be 
opening in 2018. 

Culture and tourism are 
already hugely important to 
the royal borough, which each 
year sees almost 20 million 
people visiting. The sector 
provides a £1.2bn boost for the 
local economy each year and 
the council is committed to 
investment in art and culture 
which the government cites as 
a sector that is growing three 
times as fast as the general 
economy The establishment 
of the new cultural and 
heritage quarter at the Royal 
Arsenal is part of the council’s 
wider vision for Woolwich 
and aims to use Woolwich’s 
military heritage to do for the 
town what the naval heritage

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Wild land has been turned 
into a dumping ground 


THERE is some wild land I believe to be 
owned by the royal borough that lies 
behind Gregory Crescent, Joan Crescent and 
Churchbury Road leading onto the Quaggy 
River. This land is usually filled with wild 
flowers and provides an ecosystem for a 
wide variety of creatures and plant species. 
However, over the past couple of weeks, 
possibly longer, it has turned into an illegal 
dumping ground; full of old construction 
materials, plastics and chemicals. In turn, 
the unwanted goods are arranged in big 
piles where they are set alight. 

I spoke to a local resident who said that the 
fire services are frequently called to put out 
these fires, as there is a danger that it will 
spread to the trees along the motorway 
and train station where behind lie family 
homes, breathing in the dangerous fumes. 
It is quite frankly, very upsetting, to see 
first-hand the effects of the way we live 
on what land is left. It is also putting an 
unnecessary strain on our fire services. 

I have filed a report to the environmental 
health department already, please could 
you let me know if the council to do 
something. Ms Ellese Elliott, Eltham 
• Many thanks for your concern on this 


issue. The land that you refer to is known 
as Harmony Woods and is managed by 
the council. The site has unfortunately 
faced problems with dumped rubbish 
and anti-social behaviour in recent 
times, but the council has acted to 
combat these problems and hopefully 
ensure that the area continues be a 
valuable local ecosystem and pleasant 
open space for residents. 

In April the council acted swiftly to 
remove large amounts of household and 
building rubbish left by users of the site. 
The council is also working with the police 
and other local organisations to restrict 
unauthorised access- including tackling 
the problem of irresponsible individuals 
riding motorbikes on the site. Work is in 
hand to install bollards to prevent these 
problems affecting Harmony Woods in 
the future. Residents can help keep the 
local area clean and tidy by reporting fly- 
tipping when they encounter it.

We have also heard the tutors, where 
the odd class still remains at another venue, 
are to be replaced by administration staff - not 
our usual knowledgeable teachers who are 
always available to assist. The classes will also 
be missed by the learning disabled community 
who have a chance to learn, mingle outside their 
care homes and be a positive bonus for other 
users. Is this to be the end of adult education 
Greenwich Council?

We understand how 
important adult education is to residents 
and the council is 100 per cent committed to 
providing a high quality learning through our 
Adult and Community Learning programme.

We understand this is an unsettling time for GCC 
students currently on courses at these sites and 
we will help GCC continue provision at other 
venues as close as possible to where they are 
currently being provided.

our police colleagues to help 
raise awareness of the simple 
steps that travellers can take 
to help keep their possessions 
safe. It’s all too easy to ‘switch- 
off’ when travelling on a bus or 
train if listening to music or 
checking phones. The message 
is that using public transport 
remains a very safe way to 
travel, and it only takes a few 
simple steps to secure your 
possessions in a way which 
will deter opportunist thieves.” 

Police borough commander 
Helen Millichap added: 
“Even in a borough as safe as 
Greenwich, people can take a 
few precautionary measures 
- our tips and advice may just 
make the difference.” 


She added: “Sexual assaults 
on public transport are 
extremely rare but can often 
be caught on camera so 
we are able to investigate 
swiftly as long as the crime is 
immediately reported to us. We 
would encourage anyone who 
is the victim of an assault to 
call police immediately.” 

Nathan Oswin, 46, a cyclist 
travelling to Grove Park said: 
“I used to be a lorry driver 
and now that I cycle I am even 
more aware of the dangers. I’m 
getting my bike marked today 
as I have had experience with 
bike theft before and don’t 
want it to happen again.” 

Tammy Crompton, 26, said: 
“The police have been brilliant, 
and the kids loved meeting them. 
If people are more cautious, 
others won’t even have a chance 
to try and steal anything.”

THIS year’s Great Get Together on 
Saturday, June 27, will have a major 
Nepalese flavour, with traditional 
dancing, music, arts - and a guest 
appearance hy the Gurkha regimental 
hand. 

The borough has a large Nepalese 
population, who in recent weeks have 
been pulling out all stops to help the 
relief effort following the two devastating 
earthquakes. 

A big element of the Great Get Together 
is the borough’s Armed Forces Day 
celebrations. And this year marks the 
200th anniversary of the formation of the 
Gurkha Regiment, which has been part 
of the British army ever since, fighting 
alongside British soldiers in conflicts all 
over the world. 


A large marquee will host the Nepalese 
attractions, organised by local groups and 
organisations. They include artefacts 
from the Gurkha Museum in Winchester, 
where the regiment is based, including 
film and still photos of the Gurkhas in 
battle. 

There will be a large map of Nepal, and 
local Nepalese in traditional dress will 
pinpoint to visitors where they are from. 
Young Nepalese volunteers will act as 
interpreters, and there will be a dressing 
up box of national costumes for children 
to try on. 

People can watch and learn Nepalese 
dances and listen to instruments being 
played. A female Gurkha soldier will show 
children how to make a cardboard version 
of the regiment’s traditional kukri, 
the fearsome curved-bladed knife, and

Council backs 


call for levy on 
tobacco industry 


THE royal borough is 
backing a new report 
calling for tobacco 
companies to foot 
the bill for reducing 
smoking rates 

The council as joined 
more than 120 local and 
national organisations 
calling on the government 
to impose an annual levy 
on tobacco companies. The 
money raised would pay for 
tobacco control and stop 
smoking services which 
could save thousands of 
lives over the next decade 
and play a key role in 
reduce costs to the NHS 
from preventable ill health. 

The new report, Smoking 
Still Kills was published 
by ASH and calls for a new 
comprehensive strategy on 


tobacco paid for by a levy 
on the tobacco industry. 

Every year smoking costs 
the NHS at least £2 billion 
and a further £10.8 billion 
in wider costs to society 
including social care costs 
of over £1 billion. 

The council and local 
NHS work in partnership 
on a range of campaigns 
and initiatives which have 
helped reduce smoking 
rates from over 24% of the 
adult population in 2010 to 
less than 17% in 2013. 

Cllr Denise Scott- 
McDonald, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for community wellbeing 
and public health said: “We 
have prioritised tackling 
tobacco in Greenwich 
over the last few years 
and have been successful 


in reducing smoking 
rates dramatically. 

However, smoking still 
kills large numbers of 
people in Greenwich and 
is a major cause of health 
inequalities, causing a 
significant impact on our 
communities and families. 
For these reasons we are 
backing calls for a new 
government strategy 
on tobacco, in which 
tobacco companies would 
contribute directly to the 
costs of helping people 
quit smoking.”

The action taken has seen a reduction in 
the amount of rubbish dumped on local 
streets and has resulted in a range of 
recent enforcement action against some 
of the properties cited. One landlord 
received a caution over the behaviour 
of their tenants, who were dumping 
waste on the street. Another was issued 
with a fixed penalty of £125 after an 
Environment Champion reported them 
for dumping household rubbish on the 
street. 

However, a key element of the work 
involves building positive and inclusive 
relationships with local landlords, 
managing agents and residents to 
help reduce incidents of fly-tipping. 
The Council is contacting landlords 
of properties offering advice on their 
responsibilities and how to dispose of 
their waste properly. 

Cllr Jackie Smith the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment said: “The council 

will not tolerate fly-tipping in the royal 
borough and will always take strong 
action to prevent the irresponsible and 
illegal behaviour of those dumping

THE royal borough pays a heavy 
price for the irresponsible actions 
of those who dump rubbish and 
fly-tip. This is why the council is 
working harder than ever to combat 
fly-tipping and take strong action 
against perpetrators. 

Last year, 14,503 fly-tips were removed 
from local streets and open spaces by the 
council. This added up to an unsightly 
730 tonnes of waste, which cost roughly 
£210,000 to collect and dispose of. 

The council is committed to reducing 
the impact of fly-tipping both in terms 
of cost and the impact on the local 
environment. It works with the police, the 
Environment Agency and surrounding 
London boroughs to do so. 

Recently the council has targetted 
flytipping in the Brookhill and Elmdene 
Road area of Woolwich - where there 
have been almost 200 recent requests to 
remove items unlawfully deposited on 
the pavement. 

Involving a range of organisations, 
there have been significant successes 
recently - with the council working with 
local Environment Champions, private 
landlords and the police to identify 14 
properties seen to be contributing to 
waste dumping and
